W ashington, Feb. 20.—The commis­ 
sion named by the president to consider 
questions pertaining to the civil affairs 
in Cuba and Porto Rico is busily engaged 
in completing preparations to leave for 
the islands, the purpose being to sail late 
next week or early in the following 
week. 
Henry G. Curtis, a member of 
the commission, has not arrived yet 
from Iowa, but General Kennedy and 
Charles W. W at son. the other members, 
are proceeding with the work. 
The chid questions before them are 
those of taxation, public schools, public 
highways and franchises for private en 
terprises. 
No personalty or realty taxes are be 
ing collected in either island, the former 
laws having been suspended. 
W ith a view to preparing and reoom 
mending a desirable system for property 
taxation, the commission ie making a 
complete compilation of the tax laws of 
the several states io the end that the 
best may bo given Cuba and Porto Rico.

It may be introduced next 
week, but it will be nothing more than 
a basis for the construction of the meas­ 
ure which will become a law.

•will not take up the task until after the 
adjournm ent of congress. 
Then it is 
expected that the Illinois congressmen 
will come here in person to aid in the 
drafting of a measure which will be sat­
